Charley Probasco’s brother, Bernard, met 
them and protested against the removal of 
the trunk. Colby attempted to strike Ber- 
nard, but was prevented from doing so by 
Officer Himeles. 

While they were parleying Mrs. Probasco 
entered the room. She told Officer Himeles 
of the fiendish operation performed on her 
son and demanded that he arrest Colby.

Forecaster Frankenfield Says That the 
Crest of the High Water 
Is in Sight. 


The exclusive announcement in Monday’s 


Post-Dispatch that the river had broken its 


record by rising 13.2 feet in twenty-four 
hours caused St. Louisans to realize what 
a heavy rain there was Saturday and Sun- 
daz. 

River men saw signs of a big rise late 
Sunday and they worked like Trojans to 


gave their property. Tuesday the signs of 


life on the Levee were multiplied by the 


appearance of people who wanted to see 
what a flood was like. 


They beheld a vast expanse of muddy 
water extending from a high mark on the 
levee not far from the surface railroad 
tracks, to the elevators on the east side. 
Toward the Illinois shore the vast tide was 
lost in a maze, which reminded spectators 
of the high — 8 1892, when the Missis- 
sippi was a great lake. 

’ Rere scarcely seemed room for boats 
with. big smokestacks do pass under the 
Eads bridge, so small was the space from 
the spans to the fast-flowing current. Sixty- 
four feet was the height of the middle span 
Tuesday morning and the City of Paducah 
was the only boat with big stacks to go 
under. She was towed up stream by tugs, 
as her captain did not think it worth while 
to get up steam to go a few blocks along the 
river front. The attempt to pass under was 
not made until considerable as. heen

Other vessels did not make the effort to 

under the bridge, simply ‘because they 
faa no call to do so, as this is the closed 
season for river traffic. 

The monotonous sea of muddy water was 
only relieved by ferryboats, that stubborn- 
iy 4 — the tide; by tugs, that darted 
like gulls along the surface, giving aid to 
the wharfboats, and by forests of lumber 
that had been swept from the shores of 
many rivers. The driftwood in the river 
Monday and Tuesday represented thousands 
of dollars. St. Louis men alone lost 300, 000 
feet of the best quality of lumber. 

The wharf boats rode on the swell of the 
river, over points on the Levee which last 
Saturday were many feet from the water's 
edge. ven in these positions their stages 
were in many cases beneath the surface and 
men were at work raising them. 

The steamboats were so close in that pas- 
sengers on the trains on the Levee elevated 
gazed out of the windows in amazement. 

Piles of lumber and freight which had been 
moved from danger by scores of roustabouts 
were within a few feet of the surface tracks, 
or else had been carried beneath the elevated 
tracks. 

Local Forecaster Frankenfield, who pre- 
dicted a twenty-five foot stage for Tuesday, 
came within a foot of it, and ‘he will be vin- 
dicated before the day is over. The reading 
at observation time Tuesday morning was 
24 feet, a rise of 4 feet since Monday morning 
and of 17 feet since Sunday. 

Every foot of rise over twenty feet rep- 
resents — a ten-foot rise at a low 
stage, because the river has a much greater 
surface over which do spread its surplus 
tide. Hence the mass of water that made 
up the four foot rise since Monday was 
something enormous.

POSSIBILITIES OF A JOB. 


Local Men Might Combine and Shut 
Qut Competition If There Were 
a Year of Delay. 


Supervisor of City Lighting A. J. O'Reilly 
has received from the Century Electrical 
Co. of Cleveland, O., a request for a copy of 
the form of contract and specifications for 
the new electric light contract. They are 
still in the hands of the printer, but will 
be ready to send out in a few days. 

The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements are gratified by this evidence 
of outside interest. The purpose of getting 
to work so soon on the matter was to have 
the widesc wle competition in the bid- 
ding. The, idea is that the only way to pre- 
vent the city being held up will be do make 
it easy for outside companies to come in and 
make impossible the expected combinations 
of local companies. 

It is certain, though, that the local compa- 
nies will not permit foreign compes%itors to 
come in and disturb calculations without a 
W tea ge struggle. N 

Their policy will be to delay things. The 
new contract will begin Jan. 1, 190. Ifa 
foreign company gets the contract it will 
have to come here and erect its plant. This 
will require at least two years’ time. 

If the awarding of the contract can be 
postponed until 1898, the local companies 
will have everything their own way, 

Their dependence is in the Municipal As- 
sembly. As at present constituted nobody 
doubts that they would be able to accom- 
plish their purpose by a judicious use of 
money. . 

The members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements admit that their reason for 
fixing the date for awarding the contract on 
Dec. 9 was to defeat, if possible, the scheme 
to delay matters. 

It is their hope that an incorruptible Mu- 
nicipal Assembly will be elected in the 
spring. 

It will have to be composed of men of 

more ‘than inary integrity. The con- 
tract will cover a period of twenty years 
and involve about $10,000,000, 
The local compainies can afford to pay 
handsomely for the advantage, and the

BRINKMEYER-MYER GRAIN CO. 
TO BE TRIED. 


CHRIS SHARP MADE CHARGES. 


Claims That the Defendant Violated 
Rule 6 in ‘Failing to Give a 
Certain Notice. 


A special meeting of the Board of Direct- 
ors of the Merchants’ Exchange was called 
for 3 p. m. Tuesday to consider charges 
against the Brinkmeyer-Myer Grain Co. 

Every effort was made to keep the calling 
of the meeting a secret. was set for this 
afternoon at the instante of Chris Sharp, 
the regular candidate for Vice-President of 
the Exchange. 

Mr. Sharp, as president of the Chris Sharp 
Commission Co.,will charge the Brinkmeyer- 
Myer Co. with violating a rule of the Ex- 
change in regard to contracts. The rule is 
embodied in sec. 6 of the Exchange regula- 
tions} which reads: 

“On gales for cash without any special 
agreement as to delivery, the property shall 
be delivered by half past two o’clock p. m. 
of the day of sale, or between nine and elev- 
en o’clock of the next business day. On 
sales for spot cash the property shall be 
délivered before two o’clock p. m. of day of 
sale. All bills shall be due and payable 
on delivery of property sold. In case the 
property is not #eceived and paid for when 
tendered, the seller shall have the right 
to consider the sale as annulled, or to sell 


the property on the market on the same 
or next business day after,such sale, at the 
best obtainable price, and any loss that may 
result therefrom shall be paid at once by 
the party in default. And in case property 
is not tendcred within the time specified, 
the buyer may, at h:s option, consider the 
sale as annulled, or may purchase the prop- 
erty, without notice, on the same or next 
business day after such sale, and any diff- 
erence in price shall be paid by the seller in 
default. 

“Whenever ain in bulk or in sacks is 
sold for cash by sample, subject to the in- 
spection of the purchaser, the purchaser 
must accept or reject same by or before ll 
o’clock a. m. of the business day next suc. 
ceeding the day — sale. In case the pur- 
0 r does not notify the seller by 11 a. m. 
of the next business day to the contrary, it 
shall be understood that the property is 
accepted. Grain thus sold by sample must 

paid for within twenty-four hours after 
the bill with proper certificate of weights 
has been furnished the purchaser.” 

Mr. Sharp claings that he sold the Brink- 
meyer-Myer Grain Co. a car load of oats 
on c. 16. He says the firm did not notif 
him that it would not accept the oats until 
twenty-four hours later. Under the rule 
such notification should have been given 
by II o’clock on Dec. 17. 

If the Brinkmeyer-Myer tages omy At is 
found guilty it will. have to pay the Chris 
Sharp Commission Company the damages 
resulting from the resale of the car of oats. 
The firm may also be dismissed, suspended 
or fined, at the option of the Board.

LAW ALLOWS HIM 5 PER CENT. 


Sum Total of the Property It Is 
Thought Will Amount to 
About $200,000. 


Dr. William C. Richardson, as Public Ad- 
ministrator, will make quite a tidy sum out 


ae the estate of the late Joseph B. McCul- 


lagh. The law allows the Public Adminis- 
trator a fee of 5 per cent on the total valua- 
tion of the estates which he settles, and as 
Mr. McCullagh’s property is estimated to 
amount to about $200,000 Dr. Richardson will 
be $10,000 ahead before the close of the yéar. 

Dr. Richardson said Tuesday morning that 
no additional property had been discovered 
since the search of Monday, but it is known 
that the dead editor was the possessor of 500 
shares of Laclede Gas stock, and a diligent 
effort is being made to find this. The mar- 
ket value of this holding is now about $12,500, 
as the stock is quoted at only 24%. 

The major portion of Mr. McCullagh’s 
wealth was invested in stock of the Globe 
Printing Compainy, the corporation name 
of the Globe-Democrat. He owned thirty 
shares of this, amounting in face value to 
$30,000. It is, thowever, worth far more 
than this; owing to the great earning ca- 
pacity of the paper. | 

When Mr. McCullagh’s desk was search- 


ed Monday afternoon in the Globe-Demo- 
check was found. 
It was in payment of the profits to the 
editor on his thirty shares for one quar- 
ter. This is at the rate of $7,200 a year for 
his stock, which shows it to have an earn- 
ge Boy oes at 6 per cent, equal to $120,000.

They showed that he had in- 
dulged to a great extent in the mining stock 
fever which struck the town about twelve 
years o, but his luck was so poor that 
whole batch is not thought to be worth

MUST SHOW HIS BOOKS. 


CITY COUNCIL TAKES ACTION. 


Chief of Police Ordered to Bring Treas- 
urer Doering Before the ce 
Committee on Wedn 7. 


The Belleville City Council is after City 
Treasurer J. H. Doering. It wants him to 
explain why the Committee on Treasurer's 
Report cannot get an aud ence with him. 

At the meeting of the body Monday even- 
ing Councilman Brenner, Cheirman of the 
committee, created a sensation by announc- 
ing that the Treasurer had made no report 
since November and that repeated attempts 
to have him appear before the committee 
nad failed. Mr. Brenner was out of pa- 
tlence. He wanted Mr. Doering rounded up 
with a short turn. 

Mayor Sunkel arose and said it was of the 
highest importance that the books and 
vouchers should be gone over promptly, in 
order that it might be known just how the 
city’s finances stood. At this suggestion 
a meeting of the committee was called for 
Wednesday morning at 9 o’clock, and Chief 
of Police Obst was directed to have Mr. 
Doering on hand without fail, 

Mr. Doering received the first intimation 
of this action from a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday morning. He was surprised, and 
indignant. 

“The committee met last Wednesday 
night,“ he said, to go over my vouchers. 
I was obliged to go to Pinckneyville that 
day, and did not get back in time to attend 
the meeting, but I saw Mr. Brenner and 


the other members of the committee in a’ 


near-by resort. I offered to go with them to 
the City Hall and go over the accounts. 
They said it was too late. : 

„It was then agreed that we should meet 
Thursday night at 7 o’clock. I was on hand 
and wait until after 8 o’clock. None of 
the members of the committee appeared. 
I worked all day Sunday at my office and 
got my December report ready before 
night. I filed it with the City Clerk. It 
should have been acted on by the commit- 
tee and presented at Monday’s Council 
meeting. If they did not do 80 it is not 
my fault. 

My accounts are all right. They can go 
over my books at any time—at midnight 
if’ they want to. If there has been any 
negligence it hag been on the part of the 
committee. I should not be held responsi- 
ble for that.“ 

Mayor Sunkel, when seen Tuesday morn- 
ing, said there was no suspicion of any 
wrong-doing on the part of Mr. Doering. 
He had reason to believe, however, that the 
Treasurer had become careless, and fit was 
incumbent upon the Council to see that 
the city did not suffer by his carelessness. 

City Clerk Puderer said the only purpose 
was to ascertain exactly what remained in 
each fund. Some of the funds are deplet- 
ed. The city is doing business to a great 
extent on accommodations furnished by the 
banks, which charge interest, on loans, hold- 
ing city warrants as security. 

It is desirable to lift these warrants as 
fast as possible and stop the interest. Funds 
which are flush are drawn on for this pur- 
pose. 

The City Treasurer is elected for two 
years. He is also ex-Officio Township Col- 
lector. He furnishes a Treasurer’s bond of 
$75,000, which stands for the ‘wo years. He 


lector. This must be renewed the second 
year. The sureties on this bond last year 
were Peter Krupp, Solomon Mueller, Wm. 
Spies, Edward Abend, Joseph Fuess, Henry 
Reis and L. D. Turner. 

This bond expired with the old year. It 
has not been renewed, although nearly all 
the other collectors of the county have filed 
theirs. Mr. Doering says he has simply ne- 
glected to renew it and will do so at once. 

Capt. Joseph Fuess, one of the old bonds- 
men, said he had not been requested to go. 
on the new bond, but would probably do so 
if it was desired.

THE SHERIFF HAS THEORIES.
